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WEEK OF APRIL 26 DESIGNAT- 
ED BY MASONS AS ANNUAL 
PUBLIC SCHOOLS WEEK. 


By proclamation made public this 
week, George L. Jones of Nevada 
City, grand master of Masons of 
California, has designated the week 
of April 26 for the eighth annual 
observance in California of public 
schools week. 

Originally instituted as a Masenic 
function with programs held in lodge 
rooms, the celebration has become of 
such widespread interest that the 
same procedure will be followed this 
year that was adopted last year of 
having the entire public participate 
Meetings, wherever practicable, will 
he held in auditoriums and_ public 
schools and addressed by speakers of 
note on problems pertaning to the 
echools. 

The purposes of public schools 
week are set forth in the proclama- 
tion of the grand master as follows: 

“The challenge of childhood is 
eternal; and the nation is ever con- 
fronted with the demand that every 
child shall be assured his rightful 
heritage of an education appropriate 
to, and commensurate with, the de- 
mands of the age in which he lives. 
We have sought to answer that chal- 
lenge by the creation of a purely 
American _ institution—the public 
school; and of all our Aemrican insti- 
tutons, this is the most useful and 
the most deserving of public sup- 
port. 

“Ag ig true of every huznan instt- 
tution, it is of course far from per- 
fect; and there has never been a 
time when it has not been subject to 
criticism. In so far as that criticism 
is intelligent and constructive it is 
to be weleomed, and should be en- 
couraged; but in so far as it is de- 
structive and designedly hostile it is 
to be deplored, and should be vigor- 
ously combated by every friend of 
our public school system. To com- 
hat that destructive criticism, to bring 
nbout desired improvement, and to 
preserve that faith and confidence in 
the institution on which its perpetu- 
ity and usefulness depend, there 
must be close contact between the 
publie and its schools, together with 
free and open discussion of all ques- 
tions involved. That is the aim and 
purpose of public schools week.” 

The state committee in charge of 
the week’s activities will be announc- 
ed shortly.

Nature Good Physician 

A Boston doctor, who has been giv- 
ing some sv »stions to his fellow doc- 
tors on the treatment of accidental 
wounds, says the main thing to do 
with a wound is to let nature do her 
best and not imterfere too much with 
her. 

Nature, he points out, says the Path- 
finder Magazine, prevents infection by 
various methods, Blood washes out 
the wound, carries away a certain 
amount of the foreign matter, includ- 
ing bacteria. The blood also contains 
certain inti bodies,” which act as 
chemical antiseptics and kill bacteria. 
Nature, he claims, repairs wounds by 
bathing the injured tissues with se- 
rum which contains cell blood, and 
with white blood cells, which absorb 
and digest badly damaged tissue. 


Rings of Sun and Moon 

There are two kinds of rings about 
the sun and moon, ‘Those that are 
close in—only one to four or five di- 
ameters of the moon, .say, away— 
which we will call coronas, are caused 
by water droplets. ‘The smaller the 
droplets, the larger the ring. The 
other rings, the true halos, occurring 
much farther away, are caused by ice 
crystals. There are several such rings, 
but each ene always has the same an- 
gular size. This size depends on the 
shape of the crystal (usually, but not 
always, a short six-sided column with 
flat ends perpendicular to the sides), 
the course of the light through: the 
crystal, and the amount of bending 
this light undergoes as it enters a 
face of the crystal at a given slope.

' Conserve Energy by 


Act of Hibernation 
The menibers of the American So- 
clety of Mammologists have been re- 


quested to look into the subject of 
hibernation with the hope that it 
might be made use of by humans. 


iThe suggestion was made by Vernon 
Bailey of the United States biologi- 
cul survey, Hibernation is something 
between sleep and death which pro- 
gresses until the sleeper’s body be- 
comes cold and respiration reaches a 
scarcely perceptible rate. This condi- 
tion in some mammals might continue 
for six months; others awake occasion- 
ally to feed from food stored nearby. 
It is said to be practiced by some of 
the isolated tribes of northern Rus- 
sia, where scarce and where 
the winters are so severe that they can 
do little work. They tuck themselves 
away and arouse only occasionally to 
take alittle food which is placed near- 
by. Food in very small quantities suf- 
fices, as the hibernators are called up- 
on to use such a trifling amount of 
energy. It is a matter of record that 
Nansen, the explorer, while isolated 
many years ago in the Arctie virtu- 
aly slept through the entire winter 
months, arousing himself momentart- 
ly from day today only to eat frozen 
blubber before drowsing off again,

Of course both Canals are open to 
the ships of ail nations; and the 
competition between them is not only 
‘Yetween the United States and Brit- 
ain, but in a larger and even more 
significant view it is competition be 
tween old world and new world. 

When the Panama Canal was open- 
ed in 1915, Suez was already transit- 
ing about 25,000,000 tons of freight 
annually. Almost avbody believed 
Panama could ever attract anything 
approaching such a volume, But dur- 


| ing the war fear of German subma- 


rines in the Mediterannean caused 
many vessels to take the ‘Panama 
route between the far east and Eu- 
ropean or American ports. Thig gave 
Panama its introduetion and it has 
not only held but greatly increased 
its business since the war. In 1923 
Panama _transited 5037 ~—s- vessels, 
against 4621 for Suez; Panama han- 
dled 25,160,000 cargo tons against 22,- 
770,000 for Suez. This was the first 
year of Panama’s léad. 


A Close Race 


The following year Suez barely ex- 
ceeded Panama’s tonnage: and in 
1925 comfortably held its lead. But 
reports for 1926 to date indicate that 
Suez is losing, owing to Britain’s in- 
dustrial depression, while Panama is 
doing better and is pretty certain to 
resume the lead. 

The present Suez Canal has been 
in operation nearly sixty years, Pan- 
ama only eleven. Although few peo- 
ple except antiquarians know it, the 
first canal at Suez was built more 
than 3,000 years ago. It was tn op- 
eration as early as B. C. 1380; how 
long before, is mere conjecture. Be- 
fore the Christian era began the ditch 
had been built, destroyed, rebuilt, 
silted up and built up again, time 
after time. When Alexander the 
Great conquered Egypt the Ca. 
nal was one of the oldest of engt 
neering works. 

Between 1904 and 1915 the present 
Panama Canal wag constructed. It 
cost about $400,000,000, Suez about 
one-fourth that sum. But Suez is a 
simple, sea-level ditch across a sandy 
Plain; while Panama is a lock canal, 
the greater part of {ts length lying 
85 feet above sea level, so that most 


Little Now Remains 


of Old Oregon Trail 


There still are traces of the old 
Oregon trail to be found in southwest- 
erp Wyoming, but as time goes on, 
these are gradually being obliterated. 
The original wagon road over which 
the prairie schooners of a bygone gen- 
eration rumbled westward to their 
dream of empire still can be traced; 
it runs for a distance of about one 
hundred miles across southwestern 
Wyoming, from the Big Sandy river at 
-acifie Springs, to Cokesville, on the 
Bear river, on the Idaho boundary. 

The famous trail is now overgrown 
with sagebrush, so that, In places, the 
wagon ruts can be distinguished with 
difficulty, In many sections, the barbed 
Wire fences of the ranchers cross the 
trail, and in the space that ig left, only 
fn occasional sheep rancher's wagon 
Journeys. The new motor road known 
as the Old Oregon trail, while follow- 
ing the general direction of the origi- 
Pal trail, between Granger and Cokes- 
ville, thence across Oregon to Port- 
land, does not exactly coincide with 
the original wagon road.—Missourt 
Game and Fish Ney
